thousands of their men having been 
fed1 to the guns on the Montdidier- 
Noyon and Soissons-Villers-Cotterets 
sectors in the mad rush to pierce the 
Allied lines in them regions and thus 
gain a fair way to the Frencfli capi­ 
tal, the maneuvers of the German 
commanders apparently have brought 
to the German arms nothing more 
than the obliteration of the Noyon 
salient and th# capture of a few un­ 
important positions 
south-west 
of 
Soinsons, near the outskirts of the 
Viilers-Cotterets Forest. 
Thursday, the sixth day of the of­ 
ten sive between Noyon and Montdi- 
dier, witnessed only small local ac­ 
tions, tfhe depleted German forces evi­ 
dently fearing again to feet the mettle 
of the French and Allied troops whose 
cannon, machine guns and rifles had 
worked such havoc among them. Less 
than three days was required by the 
Allies to bring the enemy to a virtual 
halt, south of the Aisne. 
The feeling still prevails in mili­ 
tary circles in France that the main 
effort of the Germans ha* not yet 
>een launched,' aud speculation 
is 
ife as to when it wfll come and what 
he general objective will be—whether 
Paris or the Channel ports. It is known 
that the enemy still has large effec­ 
tives available behind the lines, thou­ 
sands of them brought from the Rus­ 
sian front. 
The armies of General Foch, how­ 
ever, everywhere are watchful and of 
such strength and good morale as to 
lead to the belief that, no matter 
where the enemy chooses to oppose 
them, they will be able to give a 
splendid account of themselves.

With the French Army in France, 
June 15—Only small local

lantic Ocean, and are trying 
their 
utmost to use up the old armies in 
front of them before fresh trans-at- 
lantfp troops arrive in ^uffiif.enUy 
strong force to turn the balance. 
The heroism of the veteran troops, 
who in these last days have inflict­ 
ed such terrific losses on the flower 
of the German Army, has given the 
foe a rude shock.

A Brussels paper, 
appearing with the consent of the Ger­ 
man censorship, admits that ‘there are 
more civilian dead from lack of suf­ 
ficient food than Belgian soldiers fall­ 
en on the battlefield.’ 
On the other 
hand. u report on the 'Work of the 
War Orphans' In Belgium shows that 
in 1917 there were fewer orphans of 
fowlers fallen In the war than of civ­ 
ilians killed during the same period 
and of deportees dead In consequence 
of their deportation.

part of the deaths, tuberculosis, espe­ 
cially under the form of tubercular 
meningitis, for almost as many.

phoid fever, caused by the occupying 
army, has occasionally levied a heavy 
toll on the civilian population. 
"The situation In lids ran only grow 
worse; it Is undeniable that the phy­ 
sical standard of tile nation Is lower­ 
ing dangerously mal that the effects 
of the German occupation on the 
health of the people will make tin ni­ 
sei ves felt for a long time after th.* 
war."

To mc none of the ten churc hes with­ 
in the Kremlin walls Is Impressive. 
Ivan Veliki towers the highest, lint It 
is far from Imposing, writes Maynard 
Owen Williams In the Christian Her­ 
ald. From one Ride It resembles a tow­ 
er rather than a church, yet It has no 
such quiet dignity os one finds In the 
Kiiiah Ulnar, near Delhi, or the tow­ 
ering dome of St. Sophia with its 
flanking needle minarets. 
Tho other 
cathedrals are dropped around with 
careless abandon and a nice disregard 
for the cost of gold leaf, bnf none of 
them dominates a vista or gathers 
about Itself the other masses In ptoma­ 
in# array. The Kremlin Is a mighty 
whole, composed of many unimposing 
parts. Its long red walls and splendid 
gates produce an effect of simple 
strength which cannot be found within 
their portals. 
The Interiors are as disappointing 
os ore the groups of domes which dis­ 
tinguish the exteriors. None is large, 
none Is truly Intimate. The effect Is of 
surplus gilt and multiplicity of saints 
which remind one of the gopurams of 
India. 
Spindle-shanked saints, whose 
emaciated figures seem too weak to 
support their gilt haloes, alternate 
with knights In armor.

A full report of the rescue of E n­ 
sign E. A. Stone, IT. S. naval reserve 
force, who, with a companion, clung 
to a wrecked seaplane for 80 hours in 
the English Channel without food and 
w ater before beings picked lip by n 
trawler, was received by the commit­ 
tee on public Information from its rep­ 
resentative in London. 
Ensign Stone was 
given 
up

drowned several weeks ago, but after 
five weeks in a hospital be lins re­ 
turned to London. Tin* perils through 
which the two men passed safely con­ 
stitute one of the thrilling incidents of 
the seaplane patrol co-operating with 
the Acct convoys. 
“I left our station In a British sea­ 
plane as pilot.” said 
Ensign 
Stone, 
“xvi I Ii Sub-Lieut. Erie Moore of the Roy­ 
al naval nir s. rvlce, as observer, at 
A a. in. 
Our duty was to convoy pa­ 
trol. Win n two hours out. having met 
our ship coming from the westward, 
we th light we sighted a periscope 
ahead and turned off In pursuit. 
We 
lost our course. 
Our engine ‘dropped 
dead* and at half-past eleven o’clock 
forced us to land on the Btl rf nee in n 
rough sen. 
Rclecred Carrier Pigeons. 
“We had no kite or radio aero to 
call for assistance, ho we r lensed our 
two currier pigeons.
